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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Namely, 

1 ) the species of controlling and air fuel ratio in a furnace which drives a fan with a 
specified voltage, measures each cycle time of pulse signals generated during revolution 
of the fan motor, detects an RPM(Revolution Per Minute) of the fan motor according to 
the measured cycle time, and controls opening of a gas valve based on an average voltage 
of a P WM(Pulse Width Modulation) signal applied from a controller, 

2) the species of controlling and air fuel ratio in a furnace according to a predetermined 
pulse signal in a state that an RPM per count value of each cycle of pulses is preset, 
counts each cycle of the pulse signals, detects the RPM by reading the RPM according to 
the pertinent count value among the preset RPMs, and controls a gas valve by an average 
voltage of a PWM signal applied from a controller, and 



3) the species of controlling and air fuel ratio in a furnace according to a predetermined 
pulse signal, counts each cycle of the pulse signals, detects an RPM from the count value 
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and a linear function of the RPM and controls a gas valve with an average voltage of a 
PWM signal applied from a controller. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.

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examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S. C 103(a) of the other invention.
